CYCLONIC CHURN 


Devastating Wind Rips Down Number of Buildings, Drives 


Grain Into Soil and Strips 


Garden Stuff—Men Literally 


Churned to Death Had Only Been in Neighborhood a 
Few Days, Having Started Work on the Strohschein 
Farm Less Than a Week Previcusly—None of the Trio 
Regained Consciousness, Two of Them Dying on Sun- 
day and the Other in a Precarious Condition. 


One'of the worst storms in years{ tion, one lying in the debris on what 


swept over the district a few miles 
west of here on Friday night last, 
fatally injuring three Polish immi- 
grants, as well as causing a great deal 
of damage to crops and farm build- 
ings over a considerable. amount of 
territory. ¥ 

About 11 o’clock at night, according 
to reports, the storm that had been 
brewing all evening, broke with all 
the fury that nature is capable of put- 
ting into her disturbance of the ele- 
ments. The worst. portion of the 
storm lasted about an hour, There 
was little damage from hail, but the 
driving wind and rain accompanied 
by sand completely stripped all the 
grain and garden stuff that was above 
ground, pounding it into the soil prac- 
tically as effectively as any disc could 
have performed the operation. 

The district that appears to have 
borne the brunt lies a mile west and 
three miles south of the St. John’s 
Evangelist Lutheran Church on the 
Pigeon Lake trail. Here the cyclonic 
outburst cut a swath about six miles 
wide. In this district (from the 
church mentioned, into the Lone Ridge 
District down to the Usona P.O.) it is 
estimated that the crops are a total 
loss. 

An appalling feature of the storm 
in these parts was the fatal injuries 
to three Polish immigrants, Stanislaus 
Francryk, Maciej Milkowski and Waj- 
crech Beilen, who had been cutting 
brush on the farm of Herman Stoh- 
schein. These men had come to Que- 
bec from the old land, landing-on the 
25th of June. They came direct to 
Edmonton and it was on Saturday, 
July 2, that they took the job of cut- 
ting brush on the Stohschein farm. 
They were baching in a granary that 
was across the road and about ‘half 
a mile’s distance from the house. The 
night of the storm, one of the men had 
been over to the farmhouse to get a 
pail of milk. This was the last oc- 
casion on which any of them have 
spoken since. About eleven o’clock 
the storm broke with all its fury, 
awaking Herman Strohschein. At 
first, he says, he did not realize the 
danger of the situation, until he dis- 
cerned the “leans” on his harn had 
been carried away. It was then that 
his thoughts were directed to the 
safety of the men and he decided to 
see how, they were faring. Ac :om- 
panied by the hired man he set out in 
the dark and rain about 12 o'clock 
for the granary, The lantern blew 
out and an attempt to relight it 
proved futile as their supply of match- 
eg had been water-soaked. For a 
short period they lost their bearings 
in the storm, but eventually picked 
up the trail to the site of the newly- 
built granary, but there were only an

on the spot. After searching for a 


while they located the main portion | 


of the granary about 150 yards to the, 
north-east of the original site and in 
a mass of ruins. Debris was distrib- 
uted over a further distance of over 
a hundred yards, They found the 
three Poles in an unconscious condi- 


had been the floor of the granary and 
the other two lying on the ground be- 
ide the ruins. 

Next morning in making a careful 
examination of the ground and ruins, 
it was observed that the place on 
which the granary had been erected 
was slightly elevated, and the wind 
had apparently caught the building, 
rolling it over and. over like a churn. 
The marks can be plainly seen on the 
ground where: the corners of the 
building struck, leaving great long 
gouges in the turf. On the last jump 
of the building it went to pieces, split- 
ting up into five sections, floor, sides, 
ends, and parts of the roof. One of 
the ends was bodily picked up by the 
wind and carried a distance of 100 
yards, Apparently the unfortunatd 
inhabitants did not have a chance to 
escape, 


Upon discovering them, Mr. Stoh- 
schein rushed back to his farm house 
in an attempt to get aid. He was un- 
able to get central, so phoned his 
neighbor, Mr, Miller, who prepared to 
come in his car. Unfortunately the 
garage had been lifted off the car and 
the driving rain ‘had affected the car 
-in- such*a*manter-that efforts to-start 


it were futile ,and Mr. Miller was] 


forced to respond on foot. A stone 
boat was then procured and the men, 
who were then drenched by the rain 
and oblivious of life, were brought to 
the house in it. In the meantime 
phone connections had been made and 
Sergeant Broadribb and Dr. J. C. 
Shillabeer responded from the city. 
First aid was rendered and the men 
were taken to the Wetaskiwin Hos- 
pital by means of Mr. Kaiser's grain 
truck, Upon examination it was 
found that two of the men suffered 
With fractured ribs on the left side, 
the third with a fractured skull, all 
being badly bruised and suffering from 


shock and exposure, not regaining 
consciousness, 
These three men, Franeryk, Mil- 


kowski and Beilen, came from Poland, 
where they had left families of three, 
four and five children. Two of the 
men were between thirty and forty 
years of age, and the third about fifty. 
Sunday morning Franeryk and Mil- 
kowski passed away, never having re- 
gained consciousness, At the time of 
going to press Beilen is still uncon- 
scious, some hope being entertained 
‘for his recovery, 

Most of the damage was done by 
the wind. The Times reporter, in 
looking over the district, saw many 
results of nature's pranks that he had 
heard of but never seen before, On 
the farm of Mr. Scholze, senior, the 
windmill was turned back, as an um- 
brella turns with the wind. His big 
barn was levelled to the ground and 
i pieces of it scattered all over the

Many Hundred Are 
Reported as Killed 


in Palestine Quake 


London, July 13.—The earthquake 
which terrified the inhabitants of Jer- 
usalem Sunday afternoon and wrought 
destruction there and in many parts 
of Palestine and Transjordania while 
not on as great a scale as some sim- 
ilar tragedies of the Holy Land in the 
past, took a considerable toll of lives, 
and caused widespread damage 

The devastation and loss of life 
caused is evidently far worse than ap- 
peared from early reports. An eye- 
witness who reached Cairo Tuesday 
estimates the loss of life at 300. The 
record of known dead already exceeds 
200, with 400 or more injured, and 
there is much distress and sutfering. 

More than 20 towns were affected 
by the earth shocks, the heaviest loss 
of life being at Naplus, Ludd, Ramley 
and Salt, with other deaths scattered 
over a large area, 

The catastrophe seems to have been 
selective in its effects, for Beersheba 
and Gaza were not touched. 

Still more alarming accounts of the 
extent of the disaster are reaching 
Cairo, where one rumor places the 
death roll as high as 1000. Reliable 
news is very meagre and slow, prob- 
ably owing to the damage to tele- 
graphic communication,

1927 is forecast at 325,075,000 
bushels. The estimate for the 
three prairie provinces is 305,052- 
000 bushels, and for the rest of 
Canada 20,023,000 bushels. Other 
estimates are: Oats, 389,758,000 
bushels; barley, 88,830,000 bush- 
els; rye, 12,169,000 bushels; flax, 

5,319,300 bushels. The estimate 
is based on the condition of crops 
on June 30. The area to be har- 
vested of fall wheat*is estimated 
at 717,100 acres, against 880,154 
acres in 1926, a decrease of 163,- 
054 acres, or 19 per cent.

The Peace Cairn was duly dedicated 
during the Diamond’ Jubilee Cvlebra- 
tion. The citizens of Wetaskiwin car- 
ry a considerable degree of pride in 
the thought that the ceremony was 
one most fitting to the occasion, 
commemorating as it did an event of 
1867 as historic in the minds of the 
people of this district as the Confed- 
eration. But that sense or pride is 
not alone enjoyed by us white folks. 
It was most pleasing to observe the 
genuine interest taken in the proveed- 
ings by the several Indian chiefs and 
their following who were conspicuous 
among the throng assembled. 

The presence of such a large band 
of our aboriginal friends during the 
celebration (a visit which was con- 
tinued throughout the past week), has 
been of more than passing interest 
to the citizens of Wetaskiwin, and 
doubtless it was this feelinz of 
brotherly interest which spurred sey- 
eral of our prominent citizens to stage 
an evening of Indian sports at the 
Exhibition Grounds in honor of our 
Indian guests. The spirit shown is 
to be commended in the highest de- 
gree. Our citizens greatly enjoyed 
themselves in going the rounds of 
the large camp, which gave evidences 


“that the home life of the Indian of to- 


day enjoys orderly conduct, cleanli- 
ness and masterful supervision that 
is an agreeable surprise to many. And 
the Indians and their squaws, as well 
as offspring, assumed a keen delight 
in the fact that so many citizens took 
in their evening of sports. Their chiefs 
could not restrain themselves from 
telling the white people how well they 
think of us, and how grateful they are 
for the kindly thoughts which prompt- 
ed the holding of the evening's pro- 
gram, and te presentations made, 

The Indians are by no means an 
unimportant factor in this district, 
and the good feeling which has been 
continuously prevalent has but been 
intensified through ‘the incidents’ of 
the past couple of weeks, 


Confederation and After; 


Sixty Years of Progress 
{Canada’s Farthest North 


Few Canadians were greatly thrill- 
ed, the world at large was quite in- 
different, when the Arctic Archipel- 
ago was added to the Dominion by 
Imperial Parliament in 1880. Yet this 
was the culmination of a history as 
thrilling as any chapter in the ex- 
ploration of the unknown world, 
Since Frobisher in the days of 
Queen Elizabeth made the first bold 
dash into the Arctic, carrying the 
St. George’s Cross where no flag had 
ever been seen before, British ships 
and British lives had been lavished 
on heroic attempts to discover the 
secrets of the north,—partly in the 
hope of finding a new sea route for 
commerce from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, but often in the purely scien- 
tific desire to complete man's know- 
ledge of the globe he lives on. 

Other nations at times had joined 
in the seach, but none with anything 
like the persistent enterprise of our 
empire. It was entirely natural, then, 
that the new Dominion of Canada, 
entrusted with the exercise of Brit- 
ish authority, over the northern half 
of this continent, should be given re- 
sponsibility also for the islands  be- 
tween us and the Pole,—many of them 
almost touching Canadian shores. 

The responsibility was not light. 
Our new island territory covers at 
least 550,000 square miles—more than 
twice the size of France or Germany 
—and no part of it is easily accessible. 
But for many years the Federal Gov- 
ernment has been exploring it by sea 
and completing the establishment of 
law and order where no civilized au- 
thority was known before. 

Ever year a ship is sent north to 
patrol the islands, carrying supplies 
for the various Government posts, es- 
tablishing new posts where advisable, 
and accumulating a great body of in- 
formation as to:the nature and re- 
sources of the land and the condi- 


tions of navigation, which vary im- 
mensely from season to season, 
throughout the Arctic. The yearly 
visit of a ship is looked forward to 
with great delight by the Eskimo, 
who are entertained on board with 
moving pictures and receive medical 
attention from the ship’s doctor. The 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police in 
charge of these posts have not only 
completely won the confidence of the 
people but shown all their traditional 
courage and enterprise on long pa- 
trols, covering on one occasion 2,000 
miles by dog-team in the dead of 
winter, 

Last summer a new post was estab- 
lished on Bache Peninsula, halfway 
up the east coast of Ellesmere Island, 
and considerably farther north than 
Etah, the Danish post in northern 
Greenland on the opposite shore of 
Smith Sound; the older posts are at 
Craig Harbour, in the southeast corn- 
er of the same great island (it is 500 
miles long); Pond Inlet and Pangnir- 
tung on the still larger Baffin Island, 
where the Hudson’s Bay Company also 
has trading stations; and Dundas Har- 
bour on Devon Island between Elles- 
mere and Baflin. Each of these has 
a post office as well as a police sta- 
tion, and that on Bache Peninsula is 
the most northerly post office in the 
world. Every station has radio equip- 
ment for the reception of messages 
from the rest of Canada, 

There is abundance of game-—wal- 
rus, seal and wild fowl—even at the 
most northerly post; herds of musk 
ox are found grazing elsewhere; and 
coal is known to be one of the miner- 
al resources of Franklin Distriet— 
the name given to the whole archipel- 
ago in honor of the great explorer 
who lies there in an unknown grave.

The Rise of Journalis™ 


Canadian journalism has mirrored 
the growth of Confederation during 
sixty years. It has caught and reflect- 
ed the disappointments, the triumphs, 
the tragedies and the comedies of the 
people of this Dominion. 
to day and from week to week the 
press has captured in printed words 
the spirit of the tlrama of these last 
six decades . The ringing phrases of 
yesterday no longer stir the blood of 
to-day’s generations, but they are re- 
corded in faintly faded print on the 
yellowing sheets of old newspapers 
carefully filed in the yaults of the 
nation’s libraries. It is to these vaults 
and to these ageing sheets that his- 
torians turn most frequently when 
trying to re-create the pictures of our 
country’s story. 
| If the daily and weekly press of 
, Confederation days was meagre in 
‘news it made up for any such short- 
comings by a wealth of opinion. They 
vere sturdy courageous journals 
glorying in political combat, Adver- 
tising was dull and attractive and cir- 
culation was cireumseribed ‘by the 
transportation system of the day, But 
the press took quickly advantage of 
the mechanical improvements of the 
later ninetenth Century, The rapid 
transmission of news by telegraph, 
the improved presses and the cheaper 
newsprint paper all contributed to the 
expansion of the press. The direct 
results of good advertising and the 
rapid growth of Canadian railroads 
aso contributed to development. 

To-day, instead of daily papers 
reaching only a thousand of the peo- 
ple, Canada has a press that reaches 
to all the corners or the country. The 
papers are served and linked togeth- 
er by the Canadian Press, which is a 
co-operatively owned news service

The foreign powers, in- 
cluding the United States, maintain 
fleets of gunboats that patrol the 
Yangtse river to its furthest navigable 
reaches, 

The international settlement was 
established by the British in 1844 and 
later extended to all foreigners. The 
land was set aside for foreign settle- 
ment and applications for leases were 
approved by the British Consul, 


and killed 5000 Chinese, 

Later in the same year the treaty 
owers delivered an ultimatum to the 
Chinese government demanding  re- 
moval of alleged obstructions to wat- 
er traffic on the Peiho river at Tient- 
sin, and the Ameridan Minister signed 
it as the representative of the United 
States, 


Although China is rent by civil war, 
both ‘the Kuo-min-Tang and Chang: 
Tso-Lin, the leader of the northern 
forces, have proclaimed to the Chinese 
people that they will compel the for- 
eigners to give up their special politi- 
cal and economic privileges in China, 

Silas Strawn, of Chicago, was chair- 
man of a special international com- 
mission that went to China in 1926 to 
investigate the operation of foreign 
courts and other extr-territorial rights.

and in the interest of the youth of 
the land, motorists should realize once 
and for all that the solution is square- 
ly up to them.” 


HAS NO DETERRENT EFFECT 


A committee examining the compe: 
tition between railroads and motor 
trucks and busses, has discovered that 
motors have made but small inroads 
into the railroad’s business, and that 
the traffic lost to the railroads was of 
the least remunerative to the roads. 

For the immediate future thig ans- 
wers the belief that the railroads are 
doomed—that the motor truck and 
bus will make railroads as obsolete as 
the stage coach. The automobile, 
rightly considered, is a good feeder to 
the railroad, and, conversely, the rail- 
road is a good eeder to motor trans- 
portation, It is agreed that the mot- 
or truck is best suited or certain kinds 
oi traffic. Railroads in more congest- 
ed areas, aware of this, have gone in-« 
to the motor transportation business 
themselves, using the railroad termin- 
als for their new motor business, 
Neither business has hurt the other, 
if anything, bothshave profited.

KILL A CROW 


Friends of bird life are already pre- 
paring to wage their anual campaign 
against the crow and the public is 
being urged to awake from its apathy 
in this regard. It is pointed out that 
the crow is becoming more and more 
of a menace to the bird lite of this see- 
tion of the province and, unless or- 
ganized effort is directed toward the 
destruction of this enemy, our song 
birds will eventually be exterminated’ 

Conditions as they exist on the 
prairie today are exceptionall favor- 
able to the crow, and enable him to 
clean up the nests of our feathered 
friends with remarkable thoroughness. 
It need only be pointed out that the! 
scarcity of bluffs forces the birds to 
concentrate their nesting operations. 
Jim Crow locates in one of these 
hluffs, builds his own nest, and pro- 
ceeds to dominate the situation. His 
own sharp eye ferrets out the nests of 
the little songsters and it takes but a 
few days for him to clean up the eggs 
of every nest in the vicinity,

nicet. In a windbreak adjacent to his 
home, this gentleman reported that 
One pair of crows was credited with 
the destruction of nearly a score of 
nests in one day last qumner, His 
attention was attracted. to the scene 
by the excited cries of the various 
birds and, on approaching, he saw a 
pair of crows leave the bluff. On ex- 
amination, almost every Nest was 
robbed of its eggs, and had there been 
no interruption it is probable that the 
entire bluff would have been destroy. 
ed, 

Not only does the crow destroy the 
egg, but it also attacks the nestling 
and devours the fluffy little ball 
which sometime might make the day 
sweet with song. No songbird's nest, 
once discovered by Jim Crow, is safe 
from destruction, 

_And what is the remedy? The pub- 

Crows’: nests, for: 
tunately, are very conspicuous. They 
can be seen quite easily in blufts 
close to the trails, by passing trayel- 
lers. An appeal is made to these 
travellers urging them to take sufti- 
cient time when they discover a 
crow’s nest to destro yit. Our western 
bluffs are not made up of tall trees 
as in the east or timbered ‘sections of 
Canada. No crow’s nest is safe in a 
western bluff, providing one has the 
will power to destroy it. A few min- 
utes is all that is usually required to 
reach and tear it down. 

Nesting time is the opportune time 
to get in our work against the crow. 
These birds are difficult to approach, 
very wary, and consequently thein 
numbers can not be depleted to any 
great extent through the use of fire- 
arms. But, through the destruction 
of their nests and eggs, Jim Crow’s 
ranks can be rapidly thinned down 
and the songbirds will be encouraged 
to remain with us, Otherwise, the 
time is not far distant when the crow 
will have driven every feathered 
beauty from the growing windbreaks 
and bluffs. 

Increased effort is being directed 
against the crow in Alberta this year, 
and the public might well bear the 
above suggestion in mind.—Hanna 
Herald,
